USE OF SHECHITA 
“TRADE MARK 
Difficulties Discussed 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Further discussions on the use of 
the shechita registered trade mark 
were held at the meeting of the 
National Shechita Council on Mon- 
day, at 29 Alie Street, E.1. Mr. H. 
Gaventa, the outgoing President, 
announced that he would not stand 
for re-election, and Mr. S. Boxer, 
Chairman of the London Board of 
Shechita, was unanimously elected as 

The stumbling block to the use of 
the trade mark .was, Mr. Gaventa 
explained, that the Union of. Ortho- 
dox Hebrew Congregations, who 
were members of the Council, would 
be entitled, like all other affiliated 
bodies, to the use of the trade mark. 


This would’ have caused difficulty 
‘and perhaps confusion with regard to 
its position with the London Board, 
on which it was not represented. 
But now Rabbi Dr.:S. Schonfeld, 
the Presiding Rabbi of. the Union, 
and the Chairman of. the Letchworth 
Shechita Board, had sent a letter to 
the Chief Rabbi,. in. which — he 
rénounced his right to use the trade 
mark and undertook not to have. it 
exhibited at any butcher shop under 
his supervision in London. 
It appeared to him, said Mr. 
Gaventa, that the difficulty --had, 
therefore, been removed, and the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities should now 
be: asked to revtew the matter. 


No Disunity 


in the discussion which. followed 
the Chief Rabbi said that -he thought 
it. was agreed by everyone that as 
far as the varrous communities were

SERMON OF THE WEEK 


THE JEWISH HEART 


F the many qualities that 

make Jewish life distinctive 

is what is known as the 
Jewish heart. It is ingrained in 
the true Jew. It was behind all 
the rationalism of the great rabbis. 
It is far more precious than learn- 
ing or the sense of justice or any 
For it has 
achieved more than all the rest. 
Neither suffering nor persecution 
have been able to weaken or 
destroy the Jewish heart. On the 
contrary, it has been deepened and 
strengthened by both. 


[T goes back to Bible days: “If 
thou see the ass of him that hateth 
thee lying under }ts burden, thou 
shalt. surely forbear to pass 
him by”: “If thine enemy be 
hungsy, give him to eat”; “lf 
thou take thy neighbour's garment 
in pledge, thou shalt surely 


‘return it unto him. when. the sun 
-goeth down, otherwise wherewith 


shall he sleep?” Joseph showed 
his Jewish heart when he had his 
brothers in his power, and in his 
compassion showed them that they 
had but acted. as instruments of 
God. The same quality was shown 
by David when he had his enemy 
Saul at his mercy and let him sleep 
in peace; and by Queen Esther

when she risked her life for jer 
people. 
The Jewish heart is based upon 


compassion. But this is by no 
means all. This blossoms into 
charity and good will, too. It is 


not only an ethical quality but a 
And it is more than 
these. It ts a religious quality, by 
which is meant that it is the prac- 
tical response to the great com- 
mand: “ Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart and soul 
and might.”” This practical response 
is the love of our neighbour. The 
Jewish heart is essentially the. 
loving heart. It is very rarely in 
Jewish literature that we find the 
spirit of hatred or revenge. _ 
The Jewish heart has added to 
the spiritual treasures of mankind. 
While we continue to prize it, to 
personify it, to teach it by example 
to our children, we cannot decay 
asa force in the world. 
WE Jews have many faults, but 
hardness of heart js certainly 
not. one of them.  Countless- 
observers have borne witness to- the 
warmth of Jewish hospitality and 
to a-.certain quality of tenderness 
in Jewish family life. And because 
the home is the true sanctuary of 
the -heart, we must, at all costs,. 
preserve the Jewish heart, for, like 
that of the virtuous woman of oid, 
its price is far above rubies.

THE FIRST LORD 
ROTHSCHILD 
Some Reminiscences 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Giving the third in the series of 
lectures on “Great Jewish — Per- 
sonalities,”. at the New West End 
Synagogue Communal Centre, St.

Is Jewry 
really so. divided and impotent 
that nothing can. be done ‘to 


counteract the Arab campaign ? 
The idea of all-Jewish. co-opera- 
tion, which, after an experimental 
period of two years, should lead 
to the establishment of a permanent 
global body, was first mooted by 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, who today 
3s perhaps one of the few Jewish 
politicians with the necessary vision 
for this concept. Israel has 
gathered to herself most of the 
existing . Jewish political ability. 
But in the Diaspora Dr. Goldmann 
is generally considered to be the 
outstanding personality with an 
international 
issues. Occupying as he does today 
the positions of President of the 
“World Zionist” Organisation” and 
Chairman of the Jewish Agency 
and of the World Jewish Congress, 
it would be remarkable if he did 
not have many envious critics. 
He has been under particular . 
criticism as leader of the World 
Jewish Congress. The fact that 


many Jewish organisations—but, 


no doubt wisely, not the Board of 
British Jews—have

Jewish global unity and co-opera- 


tion. The reasons are many but 
are not relevant to the present 
discussion, except that they account 
for the absence of representatives 
of several important Jewish bodies 
in Britain, France, and the U.S.A. 
There is, therefore, now a full 
opportunity to create such. an 
organisation which, without inter- 
fering in the local civil affairs of 
each Jewish community, would be 
working for the common good 
while taking joint action when and 
where necessary. As far back as 
the Versailles Peace Conference of 


1918, and again during the Paris 


Conference after the Second World 
War, Jewish organisations of many 
countries found it politic and most 
useful to speak and act as one body, 
Much of the same. welcome 
co-operation was demonstrated a 
few years ago in connection with 
the Jewish material claims against 
Germany, and more recently in the 
claims against Austria, In regard 
to Israel, too, after some years of 
doubt and hesitancy, a better spirit 
prevails. Cannot this sense of 
partnership and unity in action 
shown by our leaders on important 
sporadic occasions be turned: into 
a permanent alliance in the service 
of the Jewish people as a whole ? 


JUSTIFIED REBUKE 

IN our last week's issue we 
published particulars of the recom- 
mendations made by the Executive 
Committee of the Claims Con- 
ference for allocations to the United 
Kingdom, Referring to the applica- 
tions received from this country, 
the -Executive Committee made 
certain criticisms which seem to us 
to be justified. The extraordinary 
fact. was. noted that applications 
from. the United Kingdom for 
grants for Jewish education and 
teachers’ training—approximately 
£234,000—were Jarger than those 
from any other country, being over 


one-quarter of the total applications - 
from all countries, and more than 
twice the grants for this purpose 


requested by the United States. The 
report mentioned that there are 
eight Jewish teachers’ training 
programmes in the United 


Kingdom, and suggested the need 


to reduce this number, so as to 
reach a higher enrolment in each 
school, and at the same time to 
enable the schools to operate more 
efficiently and on-a higher scholastic 
level. While one may challefige 
the right of the Claims Conferénce 
‘to go so far out of its way as to 
suggest what activities a particular 
community might itself undertake 
—unless it undertakes them with 


a view to their being financed by. 


reparations—this criticism is all the 
more relevant in view of the 


scheme which is now being initiated 
for an Institute for the Training of 
Teachers at Jews’ College. The 


Claims Conference Executive Com- 


_ mittee recommended that no grants 


should be made this year for 
primary and secondary schools in 
the United Kingdom. It was of 
the opinion that, in view of the 
amounts allocated to 
schools in this country in the three 


preceding years, and the increasing © 


needs of schools on the European 
Continent, no grants were now 
warranted for such a purpose to 
this country. ‘ Moreover,” says 
the report in no uncertain terms, 
“it was proved that the Jewish 
communal circles in the United 
Kingdom interested in Jewish day 
schools were able to conduct. their 
schools, and in many instances to 
expand their programmes, without 
Conference support.” It 


right criticism of the unseemly 
action of many  Anglo-Jewish 
organisations in. thus scrambling 
for German reparations grants. 
Perhaps; however, this rebuke will 
induce in them proper feelings of 
dignity and self-respect. 


FURNITURE INDUSTRY | 


Ir may seem a far cry from 
Biblical times to the Furniture 


Exhibition which opened this week — 


at Earls Court. But furniture is a 
basic need of human existence, and 
Jews are not only one of the most 
ancient of living peoples but they 
must have always stressed the 
fundamental importance of all that 
pertains to family and domestic 
life. So it is not strange that one 
of the articles in this week's special 
Supplement begins with the wander- 
ings of our ancestors in the 


wilderness of Sinai and ends with — 


the new apprentice in contemporary 
Britain. Throughout the inter- 
vening ages, Jews have maintained 


from pleasant to read this forth- 
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many special associations with this 
particular industry, In modern 
times, they have been closely 


connected with all branches of the 


furniture trade. As skilled workers, 
they contributed much to the craft 
of cabinet-making and also to the 
development of the  trade-union 
movement in Britain. The manu- 
facture of furniture has also owed 
much to the enterprise of Jewish 
employers,. many of whom have 
been pioneers in 
factory production and in the 
wholesale and retail trades, Others, 
again, have played an important 
part in supplying the necessary raw 
material through the importation 
and. distribution of wood and 
timber.

developments. Altogether, the

“The Jews are considered by. the 
Mussulmans of Morocco in_ the 
light of unclean animals, and of 
enemies of God, and if they do not 
exterminate them it is only because 
_true believers have a right to turn 
everything to account. Indeed, 
were the Jewish population sud- 
denly removed from the country, 
such an event would be a public 
calamity of incalculable magnitude ; 
for it 1s the Jew alone who can 
mend a lock, build a house, make 
gold and silver trinkets, coin money, 
decorate a room, or weave silk, all 
such handicrafts being regarded by 
the Mussulman with supreme con- 
tempt. . . . Slaves in appearance, 
the Jews possess in reality all that 
power which superior talent and 
cunning can confer. . ... Their 
women are publicly flogged on the 
slightest pretence. . . .. If a Mussul- 
man strike a Jew, the latter is not 
permitted to defend himself. . 
- Mussulman children, not more than 
eight or ten years old, may some- 
times be seen beating and throwing 
 gtones at vigorous young Jews, twice

of good workmanship and honest | 


design available to the public. 


The exhibit of the Council of 


Industrial Design is intended to 
combine the internationalism of 
designing with the more chafac- 


teristically national. styles; equally

and spaciousness.

JEWS THE TRADE 


By A. R. ROLLIN 


| rN ancient times, furniture con- 

sisted mainly of five items— 

a bed, table, chair, lamp, and 
chest. . These were the basic 
articles from which. the large 
variety of modern furniture has 
evolved throughout the centuries. 


Jewish artisans, craftsmen, and 
artists have contributed their full 
share to this evolutjon. The first 
craftsman in wood and metal 
recorded in Jewish history was 
Bezalel, the son of Uri. He was 
instructed by Moses to make the 
Ark of the Covenant to hold the 
tables with the Ten Command- 
ments. 

‘It was to consist of chest of 
specific dimensions made of par- 
ticular wood profusely adorned 
with gold and suitable for carrying 
about. The work was completed 
as ordered and the Ark. became the 
most sacred object in ancient Jewish 
history. It was carried in the 
march from Mount Sinai through 


‘the desert and in the battles with 


enemies until Palestine was con- 
was eventually placed in the Holy 
of  Holies of 
Temple. 

The memory of. Bezalel is. per- 


petuated in Israel’ by. the Bezalel 


School of Art, established some 
fifty years ago by Professor. Boris 
Schatz, and in England by the Ben 
Uri Gallery (at 14 Portman Street, 
London, W.1), founded by an 
immigrant artist, L. Berson, jn 
1915

After the destruction of the 


Second Temple and the enforced 
dispersion of the Jews from their 
homeland, handicrafts among them 
considerably declined as a result of 
the severe oppression to which they 
were subjected. But as soon as 


they were left in peace for some 
time and circumstances permitted 


it, the Jews took to handicrafts 
again in very large numbers. 


“ Monopoly ” in Sicily 


The . late Professor Israel 
Abrahams, in his “Jewish Life in 
the Middle Ages,” gives. many 
examples of the vast number of 
Jewish artisans in various countries 
in spite of the opposition of the 


authorities in 1492 protested against 
the edict ordering their expulsion 
on the grounds that Jews consti- 
tuted nearly all the artisans of the 
realm. 

There were evidently some first- 
tate craftsmen among the wood- 
workers of those days, as can be

Perhaps the most powerful 
influences on modern furniture 
design are lack of domestic help, 
lack of space—and the televiewing 
The inability to get domestic 
help has made the housewife—and 


nearly every modern woman is a 


housewife for at least part of her 
day-demand easily moved and 
easily cleaned furniture. The 
scarcity of space in the modern 
home has ied to furniture being 


scaled down to suit the small 


room furniture which is con- 
vertible to several uses and appro- 
priate to more than one room ; 
and the ever-more-popular room 
divider, which acts~as cupboards,: 
shelves, and often a bureau as well. 
as a wall or screen. 


But the habit of televiewing has 


perhaps had more influence 
recently on furniture design than 
anything else. Apart from tables 
and trolleys for holding the TV 
set we now have the upholstered 
unit chair, which can be used 
alone or multiplied and wedded to 
others to form a luxurious couch 
of almost any length, sometimes 
Straight and sometimes curved to 


form a semi-circle round the set. 


At least one manufacturer has 
produced a mother’s nursing chair, 
which, when baby is in bed or 
has grown up, makes a comfortable 
viewing chair of her own. — 

Trolleys that fold down into 


knee-level tables for snacks while 


viewing and chair-arms designed to 


hold the odd plate or glass are only

Importance of Colour 
The recognition today of the 
importance of colour in home- 
making to create an atmosphere of

As with almost every period in-

cleaner lines and simpler design 
of: modern furniture generally, 


there are those who have secretly 


longed for just one room in the 


house where frills and frothiness 


could come into their own. For 


them. this. exhibition is likely to | 


demonstrate that the essentially 
feminine taste can now be 
indulged without loss of line. 
Many manufacturers are showing 
elegant bedroom furniture, influ- 
enced by the best of the past but 
tailored to modern needs, taking 
its place perfectly with the filmy 
bedspreads and drapes which are 
beginning to creep. back into 
favour, | 

By the time this year’s Furniture 
Exhibition closes its doors at the 
end of next week, it is hoped that 
home-dwellers of all ages and all 
needs—and most pockets—will 
have seen something they feel was 
specially designed for them.

they dominated the handicrafts. 
Even in Bucharest, the capital of 


antisemitic Rumania, we find 2,618 
Jewish artisans, as against 719 
Gentiles, although the Jewish popu- 


lation was only one-sixth of the 
total. {In 1912 there were 56,000 
Jews in Bucharest in a population 
of 338,000.) The highest propor- 
tion of Jewish artisans was to be 
found in Russia (exclusive of 
Poland), 


The result of an inquiry under- 


taken by the Jewish Colonization 
Association in Russia in 1898 gives 
the number of Jewish artisans as 
500,986, or 13.2 per cent of the. 
entire Jewish population. 
a very high. proportion, consider- 
ing that in an. industrial country 


like Germany the artisans formed 


only 6.5 per cent. 
In Tsarist Russia the bulk of the 
Jews were compelled to live in the 
so-called 
consisting of 
Government 


15. -South-Western 
districts, and in 


Riossian Poland. With rare excep- 
tions the Jews were forbidden to 
cultivate the soil. “They therefore © 


crowded ‘into the towns and town- 


lets of the .“ Pale,” where they . 


generally formed the majority of 
the inhabitants and were the traders 
and. artisans. of: these distr icts, 
Profits and wages were very. low, 
on account of the severe competi- 
tion among themselves. 

Of the total of over half-a-million 
artisans In Russia in 1898, as men- 
tioned above, the woodworkers 
occupied fourth place (after cloth- 
ing, leather, and food), with 49,588 
(roughly 10 per cent). This num-

ber included both employed and 
employers in almost equal numbers. 


~The workshops in the wood- 
working or cabinet-making trade 
at that time (as in other handi- 
crafts) were small. Many worked 
entirely on their own or with an

‘apprentice from five to eight years 


to learn the trade and become a 


qualified journeyman. 


There were highly skilled men 


among the Jewish cabinet-makers in. 


Eastern Europe who not only sup- 
plied the furniture for the ordinary 
town and country householder but 
produced some fine artistic work 
for the nobles, landowners, and 
merchants of those districts. Jewish 
craftsmen of the last 200 or 300 


years in Eastern Europe worked, 


like their forefathers, with love 
and devotion for the adornment 
of their houses of prayer. Several 
of the most beautiful Holy Arks 
in the synagogues of towns im the 


“Pale of Settlement” took years 


of work to construct and adorn. 
Russian Concession 


Even the Russian Government 
recognised the usefulness of the 


‘Jewish artisans and permitted them 
to dwell outside the “ Pale” if they 


possessed certificates of proficiency 


at their trades. 


When the great stream of. emi- 
gration from Russia started after 
the pogroms of 1881 it brought 
many thousands of skilled artisans 
into Britain. Unlike the. tin-

Buying a New 
Mattress 


E British public (writes Mr. 
Kenneth Reid, Secretary of 
the National Federation of 

Bedding Manufacturers and the 


Bedding Information Bureau) seems © 


to be “ waking up” at last to the 
importance of good bedding. 

What is the best way to go about 
choosing a mattress? Mr. Reid 
lists what are jn his view the four 
most important points: 


hss Ensure that the base support- | 


ing the mattress is in good 
condition, presenting an even, 
level surface. and showing 


no signs of sagging, other-. 


wise the efficiency of the 
mattress, no matter. which 
type you buy or however 
expensive it may be, is imme- 
diately impaired. 

(2) Look for the British Standards 
Institution kite mark on 
spring interior and soft mat- 
tresses. It is a guarantee of 


durability, but there is a wide. 


range of qualities available. 
Incidentally, the spring 
interior mattress not only 
automatically ventilates with 
every movement of 
sleeper but—and this is so 
important—maintains an even 
“cosy” temperature and js 


therefore worthy of teas 


consideration. 

(3) Always lie on a_ mattress 
before you buy. Prodding, 
poking; and pressing are 
insufficient. You are hoping 
to buy years of good sleep 


and comfort and the extra 
few moments taken in cor-— 


rectly judging the mattress 


in the only way possible is 


well worth-while. 


(4) Pay more than you can really 
afford for your mattress. 
Remember it is an investment 


in good sleep and in good 


health. 
Now for a few details, including 
some of the important points in 
the of a mattress. 


‘Types of Springs 


Dealing first with 
interiors, there are two main 
classifications. in. construction— 
those with the open-type spring 
unit and those with the pocketed- 
type spring unit. 

The open type is generally pre- 
fabricated and js built up of hour- 
glass-shaped springs. The BS.L. 
specifies that there shall be a 
minimum of 192 and 288 springs 
respectively in the 3ft. and 4ft. 6in. 
width mattresses... The better 
qualities obviously have 
springs.

HE Jewish day school _ is 
now generally recognised as 


an important factor for the 


preservation of Judaism. The few . 


who propagated the idea for many 
years and put jt into practice 
against a sea of prejudice might 
well be satisfied with the develop- 
ments. Jewish day schools can 
only accomplish their purpose if 
they are 
Jewish tradition. To preserve their 
character it seems essential that 
day schools should be firmly 
attached to communities whose 
approach is governed by Jewish 
tradition. | 
There are at present approxi- 
mately four thousand children jn 
London and approximately 2,200 in 
the provinces attending Jewish day 
schools and attached kindergartens. 
This represents an increase over the 
last four years of 43 per cent for 
London and. 26 per cent for the 
provinces. About 12. per cent of 
Jewish children of school age in 
London and a far higher percen- 
tage in towns like Manchester,

REVIVAL OF U.S.A. YESHIVOT

| | HEREVER you turn in the 
W States—in commu- 


nities where Jews live—you 
hear about the remarkable trend in 


‘the expansion of yeshivot, or all- 


day. parochial schools, where the 
children are taught the source- 
books, in Hebrew, of the. Jewish 

The sociologists and the statisti- 
cians have had a field day in com- 
the number of students 
attending these new yeshivot, the 
meaning behind the development, 
and what it augurs for the future, 
The former image of the yeshiva 
as a cramped hovel in a little Euro- 
pean village, presided over by a 
gnarled melamed .with a_ freely 
swinging birch-stick in his hand, 
has given way to modernistic 
edifices with pedagogues teaching 
according to the best edicts and 


tenets of the psychologists and 


psychiatrists. Indeed, each school 
now has a_ psychologist on the 


premises, and before the children 


are accepted as students they must 
undergo an intelligence quotient 
test. | | 
As a professional reporter—and 
not a pedagogue—I have been 


*interested in yeshivot and their 


development for many years. I my- 
self attended what was then the 
most up-to-date yeshiva in New 


_York more than twenty years ago 


and very. much doubted that I 
should ever submit my children to 
the same sort of regimen. But as 
1 write both my daughter and my 
son attend.a yeshiva. What is more, 
my.case is typical, not unusual, As 
a matter of fact, what is remark- 
able is that most parents today who 
send their children to yeshivot are 


_ not themselves the products of pious 


homes. Indeed, what amazes me is 
that. these parents, .who . are 
neither Orthodox nor particularly 
acquainted with Judaism, are will- 
ing to spend $500 a year and more 
for their child’s education (in many 


cases they find they are spending 


more money on their children in 
yeshiva than they did on themselves 
when they attended universittes!). 


a result, fairly recent. statistics. 
indicate that in New. York. City 


alone there are more than 400,000 


» Jewish children between the ages of 


five and 17, more than 100,000 of 
whom attend = yeshivot. Over 
$15,000,000 a year is spent annually 
on Jewish education within the city, 
and yeshivot account for some 20 
per cent,of the total. | What js 
even more significant is that the 
yeshiva trend is growing rapidly, 
and those schools which were 
fairly large only three and four 
years ago are now double their 
previous sizé,. while new vyeshivot 
are opening every year, within the 
city proper 


Heavy Schedule 


It should be borne in mind. that — 


the schedule of the yeshiva student 
is a very heavy one, compared with 


that of the student attending the 


erdinary school. The — yeshiva 
student usually has to travel long 
distances to school (in many cases 
he has ovér an hour's travel) and 
classes begin before 9 a.m. They are 
dismissed from school at about 


4.30 p.m. or 5 p.m. and they 


return home an hour later. There 


is homework, of course, and fre-.. 


quently the parents are unable to 
be of aid in courses like Rashi or 
Talmud or Torah. On the other 
hand, the non-yeshiva children live 
‘near’ their. schools, attend from

Exquisitely printed and artistically 
bound, this volume of Yiddish poetry 
is an invaluable addition to the 


treasure store of Jewish literature. 


There are only about half a dozen 
truly great Yiddish poets today. 
Among them, and deservedly high on 
the poetic ladder, is Jakob Glatstein, 
who, by his latest volume, has again 
proved his undisputed qualifications. 
“Of All My Labour” was pub- 
lished on his 60th birthday and covers 
a period of some 40 years of his 
literary activity. The whole gamut 
of Jewish life during this period ts 
reflected in its pages, filled, each one, 
with the purest sentiments of Jewish 


tragedy during the war, as well as of 


joy in the rebuilding of Israel. . 

Jakob Glatstein belongs to the 
introspective group of Yiddish poets. 
In fact, he was. one of the early fol- 
lowers of “Insichism,” by which this 
trend in poetry was known in the 
early part of this century. But his 
genius grew and widened. His poetic 
activity soon demonstrated qualities 
which in depth and dramatic power 


have much in common with the great - 
lyrics. 


A Brother s Tribute 


There is. a section in this volume 


entitled “Radiant Jews,” which ts 
perhaps the finest example of Yiddish 
lyrics written in this century, 


ment ta those who died jn ‘the 
ghettoes. Stirred by the tragedy of 
Polish Jewry, the poet opens this 
section with a short poem. entitled 
“ Smoke "—from the chimneys of the 
crematoria. . And he goes on to 
describe in a subsequent poem why 

“the Torah which was given-to the 
Jews on Mount Sinai”. has been 
returned “in the gas chambers of 
Lublin,” the poet's native town, where 
the Germans organised the first death 
camps for the destruction of Polish 
and other Jéws, Who could. fail 


to be moved to the very depths of 


their souls by Glatstein’s poetic tribute 
to his: brother, who, after suffering 
every. degradation at the hands of the 
Nazis,. was forced to lead his son and 
into the gas chamber. There 1s 
an almost volcanic protest to God in 
every line in which the poet bewails 
ihe fate of his brethren: There is 
in. them angers and bitterness, aiso 
supphcation, compassion, and hope. 
But it would be-a mistake to think: 
lyrical poet only. 
These 400 pages of selected verses, 
especially of his eartier creations, con- 


tain much that.is inspired by the sheer — 


joy and beauty of life. -And Glat- 
stein. iS also a novelist, literary critic, 
and an eminent publicist. . This: latest 
volume is certainly one which should 
adorn the bookshelves of Oren lover 


Yiddish. 


THE JEWISH - -YEAR.. BOOK 
Hebrew Broadcast Tribute

ll is net my. desire to enter into. 


any discussion on Judaism or, indeed, 
to challenge the religious policy which 
of late has become evident in your 
editorial columns, However, I do 


feel that T.V.A, has been grossly mis- 
fepresented both by-your presentation 


of its conference report and also by 
the wording of your leader last week. 
<t me at the outset state these facts. 
Dayan Swift's references to Reform 
occupied only a very few minutes of 
his talk, which was in the main 
devoted to the encouragement of 
aliya and the policy of infiltration. of 
T.V.A. into all spheres of Jewish 
youth activity in this country. Far 
oon making bitter criticisms, Dayan 
We must applaud what 
Yo en done in fsrael and look upon 
le religious deficiencies of the State 
with a sympathetic eye and an under- 
Standing heart.” He gave a warning 
uselessness of an 
policy and adjured T.V.A. to 
lead in unifying all Orthodox 
in our midst, 

In the annual report session I spoke 
_ the imcreasing success of 
educational ‘Programme and plans 
in Chee H8 scope. referred 
those Torah.” and “Shilo,” 
3 educational institutions in 


vhich -T.V.A; “had. submerged its 
identity in the cause of Limmeudei 
Kodesh. to the increase. in. our mem- 
bership and the fulfilment. of. our 
obligations to Israel. and. Anglo- 
Jewry. I certainly did mention what 
J. consider. to be the. dangers of 
Liberal and Reform Judaism, but this 
constituted a minute fraction. of my 
report. The only other reference at 
the conference was a suggestion for 


a summit meeting with the Reform 


Movement-——a suggesiion which was 


unanimously rejected. 


In the light of this it was most 
depressing and discouraging to see 
such unbalance in report. 
The essence of Dayan Swift's address 
was overlooked and the achievements 
of T.V.A. omitted. Instead, a few 
isolated remarks on Reform were 


seized upon and the whole report was 


given the headline “ Torah Va Avodah 
and Reform Judajsm.” To add insult 
to injury, you follow this with the 
unjust editorial comment that the 
conference “instead of promoting its 
own creative achievements was so 
largely devoted to embittered and 
unworthy attacks on the religious 
activities of other sections of Anglo- 
Jewish youth.” 


I do not wish to retract or apologise 


for my comments on the Reform 
Movement. The ideology of T.V-A. 
is based wholly on the Torah and it 
is our duty to defend and protect 
what is sacred to us. 1 do, however, 


protest most strongly at the beliitlng | 

of the activities of T.V.A. merely

THE PIONEER OF 
ABSTRACT ART 


In 1937 the University of the State 
of New York established the Solomon 
R. Guggenheim Foundation, through 
the generosity of the late Mr. Guggen- 
heim. In the 20 years that have 
followed, the Foundation’s museum 


has been collecting modern art on — 


such a big scale that a new building, 
designed by Frank Lloyd Wright, is 
being constructed for it. 
- Meanwhile, the collection is in a 
sense “on tour.” We have already 
seen a general selection from it at the 
Tate. Gallery ; 
Council] is presenting (at the same 
gallery til February 16) 45 paintings 
by Kandinsky from the collection, 
‘The Tate Gallery’s poverty makes 
us particularly grateful to America 
for a brief view of this representative 
collection of works by the pioneer of 
abstract art; for so fat as one knows, 
the water-colour that he painted about 
1910. is the first modern abstract 
painting, We see his early fauve 


works with straightforward ‘subject- 
matter becoming more abstract, with 


stress of form, particularly colour 
form. Then his. free expressionist 
abstractions burst’ upon us, to be 
rounded off with the tighter, more 


geometrical, abstractions of his Jater 
years.

JEWISH ORPHANS’ F ATE 
20,000 Brought Up as Christians

New YORK 

Twenty thousand orphans whose 
parents were killed by the Nazis are 
being brought up as Christians, 
declared Dr, Isaac Lewis, the repre- 
sentative of the Agudas Israel World 
‘Organisation, addressing the Human 
Rights Sub-Commission. on the 


Prevention of Discrimination and. 
Protection. of here on. 
Monday, 

Dr. Lewis denmanded that Dr, Arcot 
K rishnaswami (of India), the 
Rapporteur of the Sub-Commission, 


investigate the situation and report on 
where there are - Christian 
guardians of Jewish children. He 
called upon the United Nations to 
recognise “ the freedom of children to 
maintain the religion of their deceased 
parents.” 

Dr. Lewis also alleged that the 
Jordanians were carrying out a 
systematic desecration of Jewish holy 
places, notably -Rachel’s Tomb. He 
‘added: “ The entrance to the shrine 


has been destroyed. On the walls 
one can read blasphemies in Arabic 
and English. The shrine is surrounded 
by all kinds of litter and junk. The 
profanation of the shrine is complete.” 
Mr. Moses Moskowitz, repre- 
senting the Consultative Council of 
Jewish Organisations (composed of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, the 
American. Jewish Committee, and 
the Alliance Israélite Universelle), 
declared: ** The police power of the 
State must be used against groups 
which threaten freedom of religion, 
not against their victims, even when 


the. former are more powerful than 


the latter.” 

Although not mentioning. the Soviet 
Union by name, Mr. Moskowitz 
attacked ‘certain. States. where 


antagonism to religion stems not only 
from the occasional identification of 
religion. with former:.rulers but from 


‘the State’s desire to subordinate all 


spheres of human activity to central 
control. and to. eliminate all free 
expressions of the human spirit of 


which religions are one of the: most.
